Tourist cottage owners work on 
a small margin of profit, which 
makes it necessary to keep down 
initial as well as operating costs. 

In first cost, concrete construction 
is low, in many cases being only a 
little more than the cheapest type 
of construction. 

Maintenance cost, which eats 
up profits in other types of struc- 
tures, is so small on concrete 
that cottage owners are able to make more money. 
The necessity for decoration and repairs is reduced 
to a minimum. 

The problem of keeping cottages sanitary and clean 
is no problem at all if they are built of concrete. The 
surfaces of such structures are washed easily without 
injury to the material. And pests such as rodents, 
termites and other insects cannot enter cottages 



through indestructible concrete walls and floors. 

Protection from the elements is one of the chief 
advantages of concrete. It provides firesafety as well as 
resistance against wind and rain, which is necessary 
for the comfort of visitors. 

And best of all is the long years of low cost service 
that concrete construction will give without need for 
replacement.
